Parliament for any County, or County of a 
City, or County of a Town in Ireland, shall vote by vii-tue of the 
registry of such alleged freehold as aforesaid ; but such person, on 
being convicted thereof, notwithstanding the want of such notice 
by any Candidate or Inspector, shall forfeit to any person or persons 
15 who shall sue for the same the said sum of Twenty Pounds, to be 
recovered by him or them with treble costs of suit, by proceeding in 
the nature of Civil Bill, at any General Quarter Sessions of the Peace 
that may be held for the County, or County of the City, or County 
of the Town in which such Election shall have taken place, or by 
20 action of debt in any of His Majesty’s Courts of Record in Ireland. 



And be it further Enacted, That the Lord Lieutenant, or other 
Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland, shall be and are hereby 
authorized, by warrant under his or their Iiand, to depute the duty 
of presiding at the Special Sessions to be first held for registering 
25 Voters under this Act, in any County, City, Town or Borough, to any 
Barrister, of not less than Six Years’ standing at the Irish Bar; and 
that all the powers, duties, rights and privileges given or imposed by 
this Act to or upon any Assistant Barrister, Chairman or Recorder, 
are and shall be by virtue of such warrant given to and imposed 
JO upon such Deputies; and that all acts to be done by such Deputies 
shall be of the same efficacy in law as if done by the Assistant Bar- 
rister, Chairman or Recorder, upon whom such duties would have 
otherwise devolved under this Act, 

AND, in order to provide a separate fund for the purpose of 
35 making compensation to the Chairman, Recorders, Barristers 
and Clerks of the Peace, for the labours by this Act imposed 
upon them ; BE it further Enacted, That from and after the passing 
of this Act there shall be granted, raised, levied, collected and 
paid in Ireland unto His Majesty, His heirs and successors, a Duty 
40 of Two Shillings and Sixpence for and in respect of every Certificate 
and every cdpy thereof, whereby any person shall claim to be re- 
gistered as a person entitled to vote for any Member or Members to 
serve in any future Parliament. 

And i)e it further Enacted, That the said Duty shall be under the 
cave and management of the Commissioners of Stamps for the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, and shall be deemed and 
c-Qo. c 2 taken 
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taken to be a Stamp Duty, and shall be subject to sucli and tlie like 
provisions as other Stamp Duties in Ireland are or shall be subject to. 

And he it Enacted, That a printed Form of every such Certifi- 
cate and Copy thereof shall be issued from the Office of the said 
Commissioners m Dublin, and marked with such Stamp as by this 5 
Act- is required as aforesaid to be imposed thereon, to the several 
DistribvUors of Stamps in Ireland, and that no Distributors of 
Stamps in Ireland shall under any pretence ask, demand, receive or 
take for any one printed Form of such Certificate or Copy thereof 
fi om any person whatsoever, any greater sum of money than tlie sum 1 0 
which shall or may be thereon by law chargeable or charged to Mis 
Majesty as and for the Stamp Duty on such printed Form, and so in 
proportion for a greater number of such printed Forms. 

And be it further Enacted, That any Certificate, or copy thereof, 
not duly stamped pursuant to this Act, shall be null and void to all \ 5 
intents and purposes whatsoever. 

And be it further Enacted, That the several Distributors of 
Stamps in Ireland shall keep separate and distinct accounts of all 
monies which shall arise and be received by them respectively, from 
or in respect of the said Duty by this Act made payable, and that 20 
all such monies shall be paid from time to time by the said several 
Distributors into the hands of the Receiver General of Stamp Duties 
for the time being in Ireland, and to no other person whatsoever, at 
such time and in such manner, and subject to the same rules and 
regulations as is or shall be from time to time by Law directed con- 2'' 
cerning the several other Stamp Duties in Ireland. 

And be it furtiier Enacted, I’hat the said Receiver General shall 
keep a separate account of all Monies so received by him as afore- 
said, and shaii pay the same into the receipt of Mis Majesty^s 
Exchequer in Ireland, at such times and in such manner, and under 30 
and subject to the same rules and regulations as is or shall be from 
lime to time by Law directed concerning the several other Stamp 
Duties in Ireland. 



And be it further Enacted, That all and every Sum and Sums so 
paid mto tlie receipt of the said Exchequer, shall be carried to and 35 
made part of a separate and distinct Fund, to be called “ The 
Election I'und," and that a separate and distinct account thereof 
shall be kept at the said Exchequer, and that thereout, if sufficient, 
or so far as the same may be insufficient, out of the Consolidated 
Euiid, a compensation shall be paid to the said Chairman, Recorder. 40 
Assistant or other Barristers, and Clerks of the Peace respectively, 
at the discretion of the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, not exceeding to 
Sbiitl Chairman, Recorder, or Assistant Barrister, the sum of 

yearly, and to such Clerk of the Peace the sum 

of 
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yearly, and the surplus, if any, of the said 
Fund, after such payment as aforesaid, shall be carried to and made 
part of the Consolidated Fund. 



And be it further Enacted, That this Act may be amended. Actii.a,’i,„ 
5 altered or repealed, by any Act or Acts to be passed in this present 

Session of Parliament. sent Session.
